We as parents are responsible 
for our children, for they are not 
expected to know what is for 
their best good. Paul at Eph. 
6:4, says, “Bring them (chil- 
dren) up in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord.’’ I use 
this Scripture to show that we 
are not to simply allow our chil- 
dren to grow up, but to bring 
them up, or train them, which 
means real labor and effort on 
the part'of the parents. 





was on the farm I pur- 
chas B Scotch Collie pup, and 
wheagnhe grew up to the proper 


size I spent hours and days and 
weeks in training that dog to 
drive the stock, which, after he 
was properly trained, gave me 
much satisfaction, and saved me 
much labor. It was a source of 
great pleasure to me then, as 
well as real help, to see with 
what wisdom, (if I should use 
the term in regard to a dog), 
he would manage the cattle, 
hogs or horses in getting them to 
their stables or pens. This same 
dog would have grown up to have 
been almost worthless had I not 
taken the time and patience to 
give him the training. 

I am sorry to say it, but many 
children have grown up to be al- 
most and altogether worthless 
because of a failure on the part 
of parents to give them the 
proper care while they were 
young and tender and easily 
trained. These same children, 
many times, have had the natu- 
ral abilities, which if trained and 
the natural abilities developed, 
would have become useful men 
and women. Couple the train-

David is frequently called the 
“Sweet singer of Israel,’’ which 
shows he had been trained, his 
natural abilities developed, and 
when the king wanted a man to 
play on instruments he sent for 
David. Hear what Paul says for 
himself: ‘I am verily a man 
which am a Jew, born in Tarsus 
a se Yet brought up in this city 
at the feet of Gamaliel, and 
taught,’’ ete. Acts 22:3. Timo- 
thy was taught or trained by his 
mother and grandmother, and 
from a child knew the Holy Scrip- 
tures, 2 Tim. 1:5 and 3:15, and 
when Paul wanted a man fora 
special place he selected Tim- 
thy. 


We are indeed living in the 
last days, but that is no reason 
for slacking our efforts in train- 
ing our children. From the fact 
we are living in the last days, 
stupendous days, ought to bea 
great stimulus to redouble our 
efforts as parents to so train our 
children that they may become 
mighty factors in the hands of 
God in this last great reforma- 
tion -that is to usher in the com- 
ing of Jesus. Childrer who are 
now babies will grow up to be 
men and women in a few short 
years, and if Jesus should even 
delay this coming for fifteen 
years yet, that would be soon, 
and many boys and girls will be 
old enough in that time to have 
a great part in the last great ef- 
fort to spread the ‘‘Gospel of the 
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Kingdom’’ in all the world for a 
witness, if properly trained, 
equipped and qualified. I do not 
~ mean here to say that the Lord 
delayeth His coming, but we 
don’t know when He is coming, 
and if He should come this year 
©:3next we want to be found do- 
ing our duty toward our children 
when He does come. 
ADVICE AND HINTS TO PAR- 
ENTS. 

From infancy children should 
be taught te respect the reading 
of the Bible. When you engage 
in family worship, (and every 
Christian family should have 
family devotion at least oncea 
day), every little one old enough 
should be taught to drop his toys 
and stop his play and sit quietly 
while the Bible is read, and to 
get down on his little knees while 
prayer is being offered up to God, 
and to close their eyes and not 
look around thercom. Thebaby 
should be taken in your arms, if 
not asleep, and taught to be quiet 
during this sacred service, in- 
stead of allowing it to crawl 
about the room, and thus attract 
the attention of the other little 

children. As svon as of suffi- 
cient age every boy and girl 
should be taught to offer a little 
prayer. With such careful train- 
ing at home, the children will not 
be hard to control at Sunday 
School and public services. If 
you let your children run about 
the room and play while you have 
your family worship at home they 
will want to do the same thing 
at public worship. To allow the 
children to play and romp about 
in meeting is not only a disturb- 


ance to the preacher, but is not . 


good for the child. Some one 
may say, “It is such a task to 
keep them quiet for an hour.” 
But, beloved. you can’t afford to 
let your; clothing remain dirty 
just because it takes labor to 
wash it. You can’t afford to go 


hunery and let your precious 
children cry for something to 
eat just because it requires labor 
on your part to make a living. 


‘ 


t is true the training of children 
requires .much labor, but who 
ever received anything of much 
value without labor to get it? 

Some one may say, “The ser- 
vices are so long we cannot af- 
ford to keep thechildren quiet so 
long.”’ But you canat least keep 
them quiet while the sacred Word 
is read and during the preaching. 
You owe this duty to your child 
for his good, to teach him to re- 
spect the reading pf God’s Word 
and the preaching of the Gospel. 

THE SCHOOL WORK 
Should not be neglected. Every 
child should be placed in school 
at the age of six or seven years. 
It is a very serious thing for chil- 
dren fto grow up in ignorance, 
with no intellectual development. 
They cught to at least be taught 
to read and write well, if noth- 
ing more. Some one may object 
to this, and refer us to Acts 4:13 
about Peter and Jchn being ‘‘un- 
learned’and ignorant men,’’ but 
if such objectors will read the 
writings of both of these men of 
God, surely they will see that 
Peter and John were at least 
able to read and write well. 

We admit that it is a serious 
thing to place our children in the 
public schools, where they will 
learn all manner of vice and evil. 
Then the ridicule they many 
times have to take because of 
the religion of. the parents, and 
sometimes of the children them- 
selves. This is no little thing 
for consideration. Many parents 
are more seriously considering 
this important question. There 
is a growing demand for Pente- 
costal schools, but the few schools 
that have been and may be insti- 


tuted ‘will not solve the problem * 


at present for the masses of our 
people. It is a serious problem, 
and what to advise is a question 
of great immensity. Refore I 
would permit my ci iljren to grow 
up without any school advanta- 
ges I would secure a teacher to 
come to my own home and give 


them instructions, even it it re- 


quired a great sacrifice and an 


increased amount of labor on my 
part to obtain means for the pur- 
pose. But this plan for all would 
hardly be practi¢able. A few 
families in each community might 
go in together and secure a 
teacher for a few months in the 
year. We now have quite a 
number of school teachers in our 
ranks who have heen thrown out 
of employment because they have 
received the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost. A plan of this kind 
would give them employment. 
There are some advantages in the 
public schools, however, that 
could not well be brought into a 
small school of this kind, and 
where the public schools are 
taught and controlled by teach- 
ers and boards who are without 
religious prejudice, and where 
our children will receive as good 
attention as: the others, and 
where the teachers will so con- 
trol the other pupils as not to al- 
low them to ridicule or impose on 
our children it might be well to 
patronize them. With the proper 
and careful training at home, 
many children will go to the pub- 
lie schools and battle their way 
through, bearing the scoffs and 
derisions, until it will make them 
real heroes and heroines for the 
Lord in after life, when, without 
the oppositions, with help at 
home to be over-comers, they 
would never amount to much in 
His service. Train the cnildren 
to be little soldiers in the school 
of life, and you will have some 
grown up soldiers after awhile. 
Soldiers are expected to endure 
hardships and get wounded and 
killed. Paul instructs us tolearn 
to endure hardness as good sold- 
iers. ;

ING 

for a course of Bible study pre- 
paratory fur mission and evan- 
gelistic work is one of vast im- 
portance now, and the demand 
for such is growing so rapidly 
that surely steps in that direc- 
tion should be taken’ shortly. 
There are many Bible schools and 
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colleges, but not one that teaches 
all the commands of Jesus and 
the full doctrine of the Apostles. 
‘We have many young people who 
would make efficient workers and 
‘would figure strong in this last 
great reformation with a few 
months in a good Bible school of 
this kind. Dear friends, pray 
over these matters. and let us 
look well to the care and train- 
ing of our children, even if the 
time is short..

We were out altageth@# about two 
months, of this time*we grorked forty- 
five days, the other ¢i being rainy 
and rest days. We ched, prayed 
and sang the gospel ingeabout 326 vil- 
lages, sold 549 Testarfents, and 1658 


gospel portions, and gave away tens of 
thousands of tracts. There were many 
personal talks in homes, school-houses, 
and county offices and other places. 
The gospel was preached on the streets, 
by the roadside, on corner lots, in rice 
fields, in tea houses and hotels, on 
trains in the valleys, in the hill country, 
in the mountains, in halls, and once in 
a theatre and in a public park; in season 
and out of season the work went on. 
Tracts have been handed out at funerals, 
festivals andfeastings. Words of hope 
and cheer have been spoken, and 
prayers offered by the bedside of the 
sick, and outside the home of the dying. 
Some of the poor, sick and needy have 
been helped with the offerings that 
God’s children have sent out. I have 
been turned down, weary and footsore, 
by hotel after hotel, and had to go out 
into the country to get aplaceto sleep; 
they had no use for ‘‘Jesus people’’. 
I have lived on food that I believe nine 
persons out of ten in the home land,'and 
mostlikely the tenth person too, would 
turn up their nose at, but what does all 
this matter so that souls get saved. 
*“My grace is sufficient for thee.’’ 
THE KAWACHI VALLEY. 

In Kawachi province is a population 
of 280,000, distributed among fivejhun- 
dred and nineteen towns and villages, 
and only four resijent native evange- 
lists and six preaching places. The 
Lord has laid this place upon our hearts 
and already the work is started and 
the villages are getting the gospel.

The Sunday School—What It Is or Should Be. 


The word school suggests the thought that there is something to be taught, a pupil to be taught, 
and a teacher; but you’ put this question to every one you meet, ‘“What is a Sunday School?’’ and 
you will get all kinds of answers as to what it is. Some will say it is a place to have a good time 
for young people to pass off the time. Others will say it is a good place to send the children to keep 
them out of meanness while parents gossip, and I must say that the latter is really what it proves 
to be to many people. Still there are others who think it a good place to send the children to be 
taught the doctrines of the church or denomination to which the parents belong. So I hear one say, 
“‘What does Lawson think it is?’”’ I am not going to say what it is, but here is what it can and 
should be: Instead of a “‘side line’’ to the Church, it ought to be the corner stcne or solid rock upon 
which the spiritual life of the Church is resting. It should bea part of church worship to the extent 
that all parents who have children in their care should, I say, send them? No, not send them, but 
go and take them. Sam Jones said if you wanted the child to go right to go that way yourself. 
Further, it should be a place where God’s Word is taught, where Jesus is magnified, and where the 
Holy Spirit is allowed freedom to illuminate the minds of both children and older people as well; 
where the simplicity of the Gospel of Jesus Christ is held out by every officer and teacher to show 
how we are and can be saved by grace and kept by the power of God unto salvation. The work of 
being kept by the power of God unto salvation is done by our keeping our lives in harmony with all 
the teachings of Jesus and His Holy Apostles, and if this is done we will be kept under His precious 
blood, which cleanseth us from all sin. 

Then it should be a place where every Church and Sunday School worker meets and manifests 
that cheerful spirit that will make every one feel welcome, whether you agree in every point of doc- 
‘rine or not. Every church member should feel the responsibility that is resting upon them for hav- 
ing the Gospel, the doctrines of the Bible, taught to the children, who must in a few years at most 
bear the responsibility of the Church work, to that extent that they would put forth every effort pos- 
sible in gathering children who have little or no parental] care over them on Sunday, into the Sunday 
School. But ‘‘they’’ say we can’t put old heads on young people, and to this we agree, and would 
not if we could. But a few words from one who really has a good case of salvation will interest the 
children possibly more than you are aware of, for we are now living in a fast age, and I know some 
children not four years old who speak words about the future. 

I would that every Sunday School in the land would wake up to the fact that the churches would 
soon go dead without their co-operative help, and that every officer and teacher in the Sunday School 
would feel the great responsibility of teaching the plan of salvation, so that the children would not 
grow up as some of us did, with prejudice in our minds against some of the real truths 6f Jesus.
